METALLURGICAL DEP’T. 
RAW MATERIAL INSPECTION 


Inside the Plomb Team there is an- 
other team of which very little seems 
to be known by most of you. To be 
exact, it is a two-man team consisting 
of Clarence Emery or “Earl’’ and Bob 
Truan, better known as “Swiss.” They 
are directly responsible to the Metal- 
lurgical Department for any defects 
found in steel delivered to us from the 
mills. 

You have all seen, at some time oF 
another, box cars and gondolas lined 
up in our yards filled with steel bars 
to be used in the making of the fine 
tools for which the name “Plomb™ is 
famous the world over. It is, therefore. 
of the utmost importance that the steel 
to be used is as near perfect as POSS1- 
ble, free from such defecis as seams, 
pits, cracks, etc. _ 

This is where our two “experts 
come in. File in hand they do their 
work patiently and stubbornly, firsi 
just scratching the surface but really 
digging hard if, all of a sudden, a very 
fine, almost imperceptible line should 
appear denoting a seam in the bar, 
which, if too deep, causes the inspec- 
tors to reject the bar. Rejected steel, 
ultimately, is usually disposed of as 
scrap.

TION BADGE AT ALL TIMES 


An identification badge is issued 
each employee and must be in his R 
possession at all times. It must be 
shown to the guard when entering and 
leaving plant and at other times upon 
request. Each employee, except female 
office employees, must wear badge in 
plain sight, preferably over the left 
breast, at all times within the plant. 

Female office employees, because of 
damage to clothing, need not wear 
their badges, but must have them in 
their possession to be shown upon 
request. 


Lost badges will be replaced upon 


satisfactory explanation of loss and the 
payment of one dollar. 


ADMITTANCE TO AND EXIT 
FROM PLANT: 


A. All factory hourly employees 
must enter and leave the plant through 
the entrance directly south of the Per- 
sonnel Office. 

B. All other employees must enter 
or leave the premises by the entrance 
directly south of the Personnel Office 
or the main entrance between the 
North and South buildings. 

C. No employee is permitted to use 
the Receiving or Shipping Department 
entrances for either ~ admittance or 
exit, at any time.
